The New York Journal of Commerce 
estimates the total value of the annual ag- 
ricultural pr »ductions of the United States, 

t something more than five hundred mil- 
hons of dollars. Of this sum, as will be 
ccen by the above table, New Hampshire 
produces its full proportion. At the cur- 
rent prices, the value of its grain crops 
alone wi!l amount to $2,370,000; its po 
tatee crop to $1,250,000, and its hay at 
five dollars per ton, the minimum price, to 
nearly $2,500,000, making for these arti- 
cles alone, more than six millions of dol- 
lars per year |Coos Democrat.
